Important Timber Land Deal. 

An important transfer in timber- 
lands was consummated last week 
by which Mr. Eben >S. Kilborn and 
Judge A. E. Herrick,acquired title 
to more than 3000 acres of timber- 
land and farm property' situated 
in Albany, This property was a 
part of the estate of the late A. R. 
Bean who was one of the heaviest 
timberiaud owners iu this section. 
At his death all his holdings pass¬ 
ed to Mrs. Beau, from whom this 
purchase was made. The tracts 
sold to Messrs, Kilborn and Her¬ 
rick are the first to be sold from 
Mr. Bean’s former holdings, and 
includes the well know Pattee mill 
property. This mill property is 
valuable in Itself and has been 
operated by’ Mr, Bean for several 
years past. The mill Is situated 
near the timberiands and Is con¬ 
veniently accessible not only from 
the lands sold with It, but also 
from the large acreage of timber In 
tlie surrounding territory; it is 
fully equipped with modern ma¬ 
chinery, and has both steam and 
water power. The purchase also 
includes two or three farms which 
are parts of the territory which 
have been formerly cleared, 

Mr. Kilborn, is one ol tlie larg¬ 
est owners of timberiands and 
real estate of Bethel. Beginning 
several years ago he has acquired 
much valuable land and each year 
is adding to his holdings. Not 
long ago Messrs. Herrick and 
Kilborn purchased a valuable 
tract of timber in Hebron, Mr. 
Kilborn formerly run a mill in 
Bethel, but sold this property sev¬ 
eral years ago, He now operates 
largely upon his timberiands each 
year and gives employment to a 
large number of men.

Take no alcoholic drinks or other 
stimulants of any kind. Injurious as 
alcoholic stimulants are at all times, 
except in certain diseased conditions of 
the system, when ordered by a thor¬ 
oughly competent and conscientious 
physician, they are more than usunlly 
deleterious in hot weather. Neverthe¬ 
less that is tlie very time of year when 
the consumption of them Is greatest. 
To quench the intense thirst which is 
an inseparable accompaniment of a 
high temperature many persons have 
recourse to beer and other alcoholic 
drinks. There could be no greater mis¬ 
take. There is only oue fluid that will 
quench thirst, and that fluid is water. 
Every oilier known liquid tends to in¬ 
crease fliirst rather than to assuage it. 
Still the devotees of King Alcohol con¬ 
tinue to pour his fiery potations down 
their already parched throats in hot 
weather. That Is the surest possible 
way not to keep cool and to predispose 
yourself to a heat stroke or sunstroke. 

Sponging the entire surface of the 
body with tepid water, to which a’llttle 
bay rum or alcohol has been added, is 
very cooling and may lie practiced fre¬ 
quently during the day, alcohol, when 
applied externally, being quite as bene¬ 
ficial as it is injurious When absorbed 
into the circulation through the me¬ 
dium of tlie stomach. 

No two people should sleep together 
in hot Weather. Every Individual 
should have a bed to himself or her¬ 
self. 

Though drinking Iced water tends to 
lower the temperature of the body, yet 
If we drink it at all wo are apt to be 
tempted to an immoderate use of it, 
which is to be decidedly reprehended. 

It so lowers the temperature of the 
stomach as to temporarily check diges¬ 
tion, and its effects are Injurious In 
other ways.

CORNHUSK HATS. 

Unique Millinery Which Has Made 
Famous a Kansas Woman, 

Several world famous women recent¬ 
ly received unique samples of milli¬ 
nery. The wom§n were Queen Victoria, 
Helen Gould and Mrs. McKinley. Each 
received a hat made entirely of corn- 
husks. 

The hats were manufactured by Mrs. 
M. J. Cusack of Atchison and were 
sent as souvenirs of Atchison’s recent 
corn festival, which, as you know, was 
held to celebrate tbe great Kansas 
corn crop of 300,000,000 bushels. 

Mrs. Cusack is not only a pioneer in 
this novel industry, but she has brought 
her work to an artistic perfection far 
beyond all other similar attempts. Sire 
Is a retired milliner and has been ex¬ 
perimenting with cornbusk millinery 
for several years. She has discovered 
a method of softening tbe husks and of 
dyeing them. This method she keeps 
• secret and has -persistently refused to 
reveal it. 

With nothing but cornhusks ‘ Mrs. 
Cusack can turn out bonnets and hats 
which might readijy be mistaken for 
imported Parisian “confections.” Some 
of the effects she secures with tbe yel¬ 
low maize wrappings can hardly be 
excelled by skilled workers in tbe fin¬ 
est Italian straw. 

Mrs. Cusack was born in Ireland, but 
has lived in Atchison for many years. 
The hat which she has sent to Queen 
Victoria is of a Marie Stuart shape and 
is trimmed with passion flowers made 
of cornhusks. The flowers have a 
wonderfully natural and silky appear¬ 
ance. The frame is of royal purple 
braid, and knots of cream colored 
husks are fastened among the flowers. 
The strings of this exquisite chapeau 
are really marvelous, having been knit¬ 
ted out of softened and dyed husks. 
The bonnet was handsomely boxed and 
accompanied by tbe following note: 

To Her Moat Gracious Majesty the Queen: 

I am sending you today a bonnet 3 have made 
of cornhusks as a souvenir of the corn carnival, a 
festival held at Atchison, Kan., U. S. A., to cel¬ 
ebrate the largest corn crop ever raised in. an 
American state. 

I beg you will accept it as my simple tribute 
to the greatest of sovereigns and greatest of 
women.

sea wall. There Is a curious collec¬ 
tion of venders here—boys with live 
quail, which are tied by tbe feet and 
held with heads down, fluttering, sigh¬ 
ing bunches of feathers, victims of 
slow torture in the clutch of these un¬ 
imaginative owners;'young and old 
mulattoes, variously tattered, selling 
small loaves with slices of guava 
paste between; a whole family in a 
shady spot weaving tbe big, native bat 
: with grassy 'brim; negro boys, half 
asleep, leaning on the sea wall like 
caricatures In ebony of Raphael's 
“Cherubs,” pails of shrimps before 
them; honey sellers with tbe lumps of 
dripping comb like congealed sun shin¬ 
ing between lettuce leaves. 

As you leave tbe Paseo to return to 
the more crowded streets you see one 
of tbe commonest sights in Cuba, a horse 
bearing its master as well ns its own 
rations, an enormous load of grass and 
leaves. These Cuban ponies are some 
times so small and the burden they car¬ 
ry so huge It often seems as they come 
toward you that a green hill has sup¬ 
plied itself With four slim legs. 

The Plaza is the headquarters for the 
coehes of tbe town. These are ba¬ 
rouches in every stage of decrepitude 
with a horse to match and a lolling 
driver with ever ready whip. 

You may not have any cochero you 
select even if be has not a fare. Per¬ 
haps you want to go too far and it is 
near bis breakfast hour, or he objects 
knowingly to a direction which forces 
him to pay toll at a bridge, or his may 
be a horse which never goes up hill be¬ 
cause he would very likely die after 
he had reached the top, or he may be 
asleep inside bis coche, and among tbe 
cocheros. as among all tbe work people 
in Cuba, a nap in the Warm part of the 
day has a charm far above that of any 
peseta ever coined. 

But after some exertion and a wish 
that your teacher had taught you some 
profane Spanish that might apply par¬ 
ticularly to cocheros, you hire a ba¬ 
rouche for one hour for a Spanish dol¬ 
lar and drive around the town, getting 
flashing impressions of the life and 
the people, 

Cameron, Ills., is a town with 15 wo¬ 
men In it who can sit together for 
three consecutive hours and not say a 
single word. This seems incredible, 
but reliable witnesses of the phenome¬ 
non vow that not even a whisper came 
from tbe 15 pairs of lips. They are 
members of a silent sewing society, 
and tlieir rules impose a fine of 10 cents 
for each word uttered during tbe ses¬ 
sion. 

Club For Women Lawyer*.

It is 
formed for mutual helpfulness, and 40 
women lawyers are comprised in Its 
membership.

The Missing Leonid Shower. 

The failure of the expected Leon¬ 
id shower to appear in America 
last week was the source of much 
disappointment both to the as¬ 
tronomers and to that portion of 
the general public which had be¬ 
come interested in the matter. 
For three successive mornings in 
some part of thi3 country or in 
Canada, a few meteors were seen, 
but not all of them were Leonids. 
Some of them proceeded from 
other radiant points than the 
Sickle. The display was only a 
trifle more brilliant than that of 
{the average clear night iu any 
{ other month of the year. Nor was 
it essentially more impressive 
than the shower of last November, 
when merely the advance guard 
of the Leonids was looked for. 

European observers fared but 
little better than American. In 
England, France, Austria and 
Germany, a sharp watch was 
maintained, and the weather 
i seems to have been fully as favor¬ 
able as on this side of the Atlan¬ 
tic. Otherwise it would have been 
impossible to detect even the few 
meteors mentioned in the cable 
dispatches. A somewhat obscure 
statement comes from Russia 
about the panic which was created 
in several villages by the meteoric 
display. Critically examined, 
some weak spots can be found in 
that story, and inasmuch as it is 
not corroborated by definite tidings 
of a genuine shower elsewhere in 
Europe, and as it is asserted on 
recognized authority that nothing 
whatever was seen in India, it is 
excusable to entertain a little 
scepticism in regard to the abun¬ 
dance of the meteors which caused 
the alleged panic. If the earth 
really entered the densest part of 
Leonid swarm at all practically 
one-half of the globe would be 
bombarded, and not merely a 
small patch. 

A number of theories .have been 
advanced to explain the very 
limited character of the display 
this .year. Perhaps the most rea¬ 
sonable of them is that the swarm 
! was not fully due at'the time when 
j the earth crossed the orbit of the 
! Leonids. The period of this fa- 
[ mous celestial dust cloud is offi- 
jcialiy put at thirty-three and a 
1 quarter years, and it was a rather | 
| sanguine expectation, perhaps, 
j that anticipated the arrival of the 
j densest part of it this fall, precise¬ 
ly 6G years after the encounter of 
1833. However, the predictions 
i which the astronomers have made 
I in regard to the event were put 
1 forward with caution and with 
j reservations. Nothing positive 
j was promised, though much was 
I hoped for. The movements of the 
j moon have been watched so long 
and with such care that it is feas¬ 
ible to predict within a minute or 
| even a second when it will pass 
between the earth and the sun, 
and to say just how much of the 
solar surface will be thus obscured. 
But it is much more difficult to ob¬ 
tain the data wherewith to fore¬ 
cast a meteoric shower. 

The chief scientific value of a 
meteor shower is the chance which 
it offers for studying the depth of 
the earth’s atmosphere. A meteor 
is merely a tiny bit of mineral 
| matter, invisible, and incalculably 
cold, flying through space. As 
soon as it enters the aerial envel¬ 
ope of the globe, friction almost 
instantly rises it to incandescence. 
[The velocity of the Leonids is 
[greater than that of some other 
meteors* They have their own 
! motion through space, and they 
j meet the earth almost “head on.” 
i Hence the speed with which they 
[ fly through the air is the result of 
[the combination of their motion 
[and the earth’s, and they take fire 
[at a little greater altitude than 
i other aerolites. Incidentally, some- 
j thing would probablv have been 
: learned about velocities, too, if 
j there had been a good display this 
year. Perhaps these hopes may 
be realized, after all, only a year 
i hence.—New York Tribune. 
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Fred Terio employed in the pa¬ 
per mill at Rumford Falls, was ac¬ 
cidentally hit in the face with the 
back of an ax in the hands of a fel¬ 
low workman,and his nose and face 
were badly smashed in. Mr. Terio 
was passing behind the other work¬ 
man just as he swung the ax back¬ 
ward. 


Adjutant General Richards left 
Augusta Thursday afternoon for 
New York, accompanied by his 
daughter, who is in .poor health. 
They will go at once to Bermuda, 
for a time. The general will re¬ 
turn in about ten days to resume 
his office cares. 


Congressman and Mrs. Burleigh 
and Miss Burleigh have returned 
to Augusta from Boston, where 
they have been for several weeks. 
Mrs- Burleigh, who was so serious¬ 
ly injured last July by being 
thrown from a carriage, while still 
confined to the use of crutches, is 
gradually recovering. 


Evangelist Sanford of the Holy 
Ghost and Us Tabernacle at Shi¬ 
loh, who has been in England, Ire¬ 
land, and Scotland since October, 
is returning and “bringing in the 
sheaves” in the form of a band of 
English proselytes for the Bible 
mission school. He has collected 
a large sum of money and the gift 
of a fine mansion in Liverpool 
which is to be used as headquar¬ 
ters for the crusade movement in 
England. 


How to iron Linen. 

Wash the linen carefully and thor¬ 
oughly; then let it hang in the sun just 
long enough to iron nicely without be¬ 
ing forced to sprinkle it. When the 
Wrinkles have once dried in the linen, 
it is very difficult to remove all of 
them with the iron. Next have a very 
hot Iron, not hot enough to scorch, but 
sufficient to dry the linen rapidly when 
passed over it. It must be ironed until 
perfectly dry; otherwise the luster and 
brilliancy that are so attractive will 
not be obtained. Upon good • linen 
starch should be avoided just as much 
as upon silk fabrics. Starch may give 
‘‘body” to Some cheap thin grades of 
linen, hut it is entirely out of place on 
good linen. ,

How to Fry Whitebait. 

Put tile tiny fish in it cloth with a 
handful of flour, fold up loosely and 
with the assistance of somebody shake 
them about Until quite dry. Have 
ready some boiling lard, drop them 
into it and fry for about two minutes. 
Drain in a sieve, and serve with brown 
bread and butter and sliced lemon. 




How to Make Bi-cntl Sauce. 

Half a cupful of fine, dry, white’ 
bread crumbs must bo stirred lightly 
Into a cupful of scalding milk, with the 
invariable bit of soda added in boiling. 
Add half a teaspoonful of onion juice, 
paprika and a little salt; set over the 
fire in a double boiler and simmer five 
minutes to cook the bread; add a table- 
spoonful of butter and, if you like, a 
•‘sera fie" of nutmeg. Serve In a gravy 
boat with boiled or roast chicken. Do 
not cook into paste. It should be just 
thin enough to be easily ladled out. 
Don't stir while it is cooking!.
